j mummies he has at least mark ed an 
J imp ortant ep och in modern embalming. 
The subject ap p ears to be asleep , and 
the face and entire body are as hard 
and cold as marble. Boss declares he 
believes that the body will remain as 
it is for all time notwithstanding that 
nothing was removed from It; that the 
fluid was injected with the body in 
exactly the condition iu which It was 
when it was brought to the undertak er 
from where the man had met death by 
being struck by a train. 
Not k nowing the name of his sub­ 
ject, Ross bas whimsically named it 
Jimmie, and so greatly is he p leased 
with the result of his exp eriments, 
covering twenty-two years, that he 
ap p ears to regard the grewsome ob­ 
ject with affection. 
“Jimmie and I,” 
said lie the other day, “have been 
work ing out a p roblem that was solv 
ed in the time of the p haraohs aud 
the answer to which was mislaid. 
I 
have received many offers for my se 
cret, but I do not care to disp ose of it 
or let Jimmie out of my sight. 
If I 
am right in believing that I have dis­ 
covered the lost art, it will p rove a 
blessing to mank ind. 
If I am wrong, 
I nothing wi!l have l*een lost excep t by 
; me. 
“f have been Injecting the fluid for 
! seven week s, and that alone has giv- 
; en til is remark able result. 
I have p er- 
! mitted scores of p hysicians to investi­ 
gate, aud all agree that they have nev­ 
er seen a body in such a state of p res 
ervatlon. 
Th# rep ort flint Jimmie's 
' beard continues to grow is not true 
The beard grew for the first week , but 
since then it has not l>een necessary to 
shave the subject. 
I exp ect to hand 
the secret down in my own family, and 
by it I exi>ect to become a mummy 
when I have p assed." 
Many strangers from various cities 
went to Brownsville, fifty miles from 
Pittsburg, to look Into the claims made 
by Ross. 
They did not disclose their 
Identity, but most of them ap p eared 
to be men of science. 
They all agreed 
1 that Ross had found something not 
k nown to any other undertak er. Ross 
has long been a leader among em 
I bal ruers and was one of the first to 
1 discard chlorid# of zinc as an element 
of embalming fluid, finding that the 
cop p er hue given to the bodies was 
j due to that chemical. 
He found an 
I other chemical that, combined with 
formaldehyde, gave latter results. He 
comp leted the p resent formula eight 
I months ago and has since been trying 
to obtain a p rop er subject. 
A Pittsburg hosp ital offered to allow 
him to use its laboratory and to fur 
nish a body if the hosp ital were a1 
lowed to share iu the discovery, but 
this Ross refused to consider, os he 
wanted the secret for his very own. 
W hen an unk nown man was k illed 
near this p lace some week s ago, Air 
Ross found there was not a break on 
the almost p erfect body. There was no 
Claimant for it, and Ross sent word to 
the coroner of W ashington county that 
he was alinit to mak e an imp ortant 
scientific test and wanted the body as 
bis p rop erty. The coroner gave bim the 
p ermission ask ed and has himself been 
an interested sp ectator at many of the 
Injections. Mr. Ross has said that he 
will sp end his last cent now to k eep 
any relative from claiming the body, as 
be has p ut his w hole life’s work into it

Professor Mayer went so far 
as to say, “When life is ap p arently 
extinct, the vital sp ark can be brought 
bark by use of magnesium." 
Professor Mayer said that In the 
course of his exp eriments abroad he 
t o t several Jell v fish and p ut them in 
a tank fillelt with sea water. 
Then h< 
withdrew all the magnesium from tile 
water, and iu less than two hours the 
fish were shriveled up aud ap p arently 
dead. 
“Then," said he, "I p ut into the wa 
ter large q uantities of magnesium, and 
In a few hours the fish were moving 
about brisk ly, and they lived until I 
disp osed of them some days later."
